Entry by 
peas may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions, 

Duaties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his hom on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 

"the vicinity. 

In certain districta a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter: 
section alongside his homestcad, Price 
$3.00 per acre.

With all 
due respect to the Old Country, isn’t the 
80-called ‘‘ problem ’’ more one of mascu- 
line inertia than anything else? Really, 
when the Scandinavian countries are 
electing women to the upper and lower 
houses, and when Amerieca has long 
ago become accustomed to a woman re- 
presentative, who is now getting ready to 
walk into the Senate, should a nation 
like England spend much time wonder- 
ing whether a woman’s sitting in their 
parliament woule violate the bases of the 
constitution? 

The women have proved their mettle 
in this war. To many, pa.teularly the 
Socialists, that proof was never needed. 
Mere elementary justice told us that 
woman belonged at man’s side every- 
where, and most of all in the halls where 
the laws that govern her children are 
made. The world is about one-half 
woman, and the rulership of one sex over 
another is just as undemoncratio as any 
other sort of arbitrary rulership. What 
England, and all othér countries should 
worry about is not whether women may 
sit in the deliberating bodies, but whether 
we have enough of them sitting there. 
Wise as we may be in our masculinity, 
we cannot think for women. They must 
think for themselves. It is utterly unjust

My Dear Mother: 

‘*T should like to tell you we have been 
reading some of the statemenss in thé 
paper called ‘‘ Jack Canuch’’ made by 
some of the returned war veterans con- 
cerning the Y.M.C.A.’s work out here, 
and I can hardly express my feelings on 
paper as to what I think of them, and the 
rest of the boys are of the same opinion 
as I am, I guess the guys who made those 
statements were ncver in the front line, 
or even so wern’t longer than twenty- 
five minutes anyway. One has to be here 
forseveral months to realise the greatness 
of their work. I have put eleven months 
in the trenches, so 1 think I can judge a 
a little of what they do, that is no count- 
ing the time I was in hospital wounded 
either. I know this much, and I have 
heard the same thing from hundreds of 
other boys here too, and that is the 
Y.M.C.A. is the one bright spot in this 
devastated country, in the.first line and 
support we can always get a cup of tea 
or coffee and a packet of biscuits, and 
cigarettes free, and they say they hat to 
ay, I think they probably mean at the 
yase and those places. I feel sure that at 
Passchendaele the Y.M. saved many a 
man’s reason as well as life, because that 
was an indescribable nightmare, coming 
out of the line there as near up and right 
under the guns was a Y.M. coflee bar, 
ou could eat and drink and smokes too 
ree. Where the walking wounded could 
stop and rest on their way down, and 
where the working parties could get a rest 
and a feed. I had several tucks-in there, 
Then again they have large stocks of 
Canadian biscuita and chocolates, and 
canned fruit, etc., and one can ray their 
stuff much cheaper from the Y,M. than 
anywhere else, Those fellows talk as 
thongh they wanted it given for nothing. 
When we are out the sports equipment 
is all found for the fellows free by the 
Y.M. Then again there are the Services 
and Communion Services also in the ¥, 
Huts, that is a great thing too. I tell 
you we boys are sore about it, and will 
stick up for the Y.M. whatever those 
bounders say, becatise we know what the 
Y.M. does for us out here. So if you 
hear anyone running the Y. down you 
can tell them what I’ve said in my letter 
and I'll back up my etatements too.

Ne Going Back! 


As the war shows signs of coming to an 
end. sooner or later (and it cannot go on 
for ever—indistinct rumblings are heard, 
and they are bound to grow louder with 
the more distinct’ approach of peace. 
Advances have been made in wages, and 
consequently people are living better than 
before, on the whole. That is as it should 
be. The government is gradually assum- 
ing control of industries and functions 
vital to the country; that too, is very 
much as it should be. But—and here 


comes the question that is worrying those 


who cannot get used to the idea that the 


people should run the nation—will these 
conditlons last after the war? 


Will wages remain high ? 
Will industries revert to private hands? 
Clearly, the reconstruction period after 


the war will be a trying one, and will re- 
quire minds of exceptional sharpness. 


And just as clearly the working people 


do not intend to go backwards. The way 


some people talk one would imagine that 
labor had received a great many favors 
during the war, which it must return and 
give up at the close. Far from it. ‘Those 
‘*favors’’ must continue to go forward. 
Much as the capitalists and their hench- 
men may grumble, this is a beginning, 
not a high water mark. Government 
control must increase, not grow less, As 
to giving back the industries into the 
private-profit hands out of which they 
were taken, nothing doing! This was is 
being fought to make the world safe for 
democracy, not for plutocracy. As one 
paper recently remarked: ‘‘The great 
gain for the people of this country through 
the. war will be found in the strengthening 
of their determination to govern them- 
selves not partly but wholly; not merely 
politically, but economically. The war 
has already given them a great start in 
that direction.’’ 

If the profiteers can read, let them read 
that handwriting on the wall. Their day 


is over. And that, too, is very much as 
it should be.

They, cannot} Development of the German Army, According to War Lord, was 
For the Purpose of Upholding German Principles of Right, 
Freedom, Honor and Morality 


A despatch ‘rom Amsterdam a 
day or two ago reported at some 
length the words of the kaiser on 
Jung 15 ata eclebration, at the great 
headquarters of the German army, of 
the antiiversary of his accession. 
The gist of the report follows: 

The war is not a matter of a stra- 
tegic campaign, but . Struggle of two 
world views w.estling with one an- 
other, the emperor declared. 

_ “Either German principles of 
right, freedom, honor and morality 
must be upheld,” he added, “or Ang- 
lo-Saxon principles, with their idol- 
atry of mammon, must be victor- 
ious.” ye 

The Anglo-Saxons, he asserted, 
aimed at making the peoples of the 
world ‘work as slaves for the Anglo- 
Saxon ruling race, and such a inat- 
ter could not be decided in days or 
weeks, or even in. a year. 3 

The emperor emphasized the fact 
that from the first he had realized 
the trials of war would be great. The 
Vhe first outbreak of enthusiasm had 
not deceived him. Great Britain’s in- 
tervention had- meant a ‘world strug- 
gle whether he desired it or not. He 
said he was thankfsl that Vleld Mar- 
lshal von Minderbiusny snd General 
‘ Ludendorf® had’ been placed at his 
\side as counsellors Deinking to the 
‘health of th ny and its leaders, 
ithe emperor said;

C. F. Just Gives His Opinion on 
Conditions in Russia 
Months ago, before the revolution 


broke down the military power of the] British airmen 


Russian cmpire, Mr. C. 
veteran member of the 
vice of Canada, was sent to Russia 
in the capacity of Trade 
sioner. After making a journey 
home marked by protracted 
and grave dingérs he has arrived at 
Ottawa, and has given the. Canadian 
public an instructive outhne of 
internal condition of Russia as 
saw it from the inside, Before 
was sent on this mission, and  be- 
fore the war, he had spent some 
time in Germany, an experience that 
must have added indefinitely to his 
efficiency for the performance of the 
duties on the later mission. 

It would serve no useful purpose 
to dwell here on Mr. Just’s account 
of what he had to undergo, but it 
is both interesting and important to 
note his opinion as to the source 
from which is likely to come any ef- 
fective reorganization of Russia as 
either a single state or a “federated 
system of states.” To this aspect of 
the political condition of that coun- 
try far too little attention has hith- 
erto been paid, and it would con- 
duce greatly to the general advan- 
tage of the allied powers if the Can- 
adian commissioner were instructed 
to amplify his brief account of Rus- 
sia’s system of local self-government, 
to which he attaches a high value. 
That system yas established in 1864 
by decree of the Emperor Alexander 
II., which created local . provincial 
assemblies called “Zemstvos,” and it 
was modified in 1870 by_his further 
decree, which created subordinate 
municipal councils called “Dumas.” 
In 1881 the same Czar had given his 
consent to the establishment of a 
sort of national parliament, but he 
was assassinated before the decree 
was promulgated, and his success- 
sor, Alexander I1I., adopted and car- 
ried out during his reign a policy of 
stern re.ction. The late Czar Nich- 
olas Il., an intellectual. weakling, 
came to the throne in 1894, and ten 

ears later he found himself forced 

y an impending revolution to grant 
the establishment of a popular na- 
tional assembly, known in history as 
the “Duma.” What sort of a “par- 
liament” might have developed out 
of this imitation one is now a mere 
matter of conjecture, for the  Rus- 
sian empire, as such, came to end 
last year. 

To what extent the provincial 
“Zemstvos” and the municipal “Du- 
mas” still subsist in any real sense 
has never been set forth authentical- 
ly by visitors to contemporary Rus- 
sia. Underneath this whole modern 
Provision for local government lies 
the Russian form of the “village 
community,” which was at one. time 
spread all over the continent of Eur- 
ope and known as the Russian “mir,” 
the German “dorff,” and the English 
“village.” The duty of the allies in 
the present situation in Russia is 
clear, according to Mr. Just. Leav- 
ing the masses of the people to go on 
and develop their national system of 
government to suit themselves, they 
should do all they can to convince 
the Russians that they are friends of 
all political parties, and that they are 
willing to help them out of © their 
economic difficulties as soon as they 
have created one or more:stable gov- 
ernments capable of being trusted to 
make proper use of whatever is giv- 
en to them or done for them in the

Boots and Hides 
Government Should Step in and 


Regulate the Profits 


It would scem as if some explana- 
tion were about due to the people 
from the boot manufacturers for the 
present cost of boots and shoes, For 
the past few months the cost of the 
raw material has gone down consid- 
erably. The price of the finished 
product continues high and threatens 
to be put higher. The margin be- 
tween the cost of the material and 
the product is cither larger than is 
reasonable or that explanation sug- 
gested is due to the public. 

Canadian hide dealers are today 
receiving up to twenty cents a pound 
Jess for their goods than a year ago, 
with a tendency on the part of the 
buyers to bid and give less still. The 
hide supply is plentiful and some 
farmers find an unwilling market for 
smaller quantities. If the manufac- 
turers have no reasonable excuse to 
offer for the high-priced shoe, it 
seems only fair that the government 
should step in and regulate the pro- 
fits as it has done with millers and 
others producing food supplies. 

This question seems one wherein 
the consumer should be protected 
from any undue profiteering. The 
supply of shoes to a family comes 
next in importance to food, and 
children's footwear purchases figure 
all too largely in a meagre family 
budget—Regina Leader.

Why Plants are Hilled 


Terms Likely to Be Misleading to 
the Beginner 
The terms “hill” and “hilling” as 


applied in the garden, are likely to

A few 
of our crops are liable to stem rot, 
and an excess of moisture around 
the stem of the plant aggravates 
this trouble. Therefore, muskmelons, 
cucumbers, pumpkins, squash, and 
lima beans may be sown in raised 
up earth around the stem of the 
plant is to protect weak stemmed 
plants against blowing over during 
heavy rain storms (string beans, 
corn). In some cases plants send 
out a new rooting system from the 
newly covered portion of the stem 
(corn and tomatoes).

War has 
changed many things and it is now 
necessary that we should alter our 
social customs so as to conforin to 
the need of the food situation, which 
is serious indeed.

Diseases From Occupations

Bottled Blood 
- Saves Lives 
Wounds of Soldiers Prevented From 


Being Fatal by Injection 
Thto Veins 


How the lives of the fightitig men 


on the battlefronts of Europe ate 
saved by the injection of bottled 
blood into their veins, was told and 
discussed at the convention of — the 
American Surgical Association held 
at Cincinnati. 


This blood is known to the medi- 
cal profession as citrate of blood, 
and Sir Arbuthnot Lane of London 
told the delegates that in the recent 
German drive in Northern | France, 
when the Third British army was 
forced to retire, 30 bottles of citrate 
of blood had been captured by_ the 
Germans, “I hope that the foe will 
use the blood,” said Sir Arbuthnot; 
“perhaps it will make better human 
beings of them.” 


Major W, J. Mayo, of Rochester, 
Minn., announced that he had al- 
ready enlisted 100 persons of pure 
blood, who will gladly offer their 
blood for the treatment of American 
wounded. He announced, however, 
that it was not the custom of mili- 
tary surgeons to employ civilians 
for this purpose, as it is preferred to 
take the blood of men who are 
slightly wounded, and who are con- 
valescing-in the hospitals behind the 
lines. : 

Col. Herbert Bruce of Toronto re- 
ported that he had been successful in 
320 cases of blood transfusion during 
a short period of service behind the 
lines. i 

Toronto men upon the program 
were: Col. Herbert Bruce, Col. Alex. 
Primrose and Dr, F. N. G. Starr, 

Toronto’s surgeons spoke particu- 
larly of the wonderful progress made 
in the treatment of gunshot wounds 
since the war began, and of the ex- 
ceedingly patriotic. service of Cana- 
dians in the medical service, while 
Major George Dehelly of Havre, 
France, declared that the German

ment in war surgery during the 
four years, falling away behind Can- 
adian and English surgeons. 


Aviation Possibilities 


Enormous Opportunities for Devel- 
opment of Aerial Transport 


The Montreal,branch of the Aerial 
League of the British Empire is do- 
ing good work. Composed of man 
of Montreal’s most prominent -citi- 
zens, it is engaged in recruiting for 
the Royal Air Force, and alreay 
has sent forward to Toronto over 
fifteen hundred candidates. for. the 
service. 

But its pi-sént activity.is only a 
portion of what the league hopes to 
achieve. It is already Jooking for- 
ward to the work it proposes to un- 
dertake after the war. One of the 
chief objects, as outlined by. the 
Montreal secretary of the league, is 
to take advantage of the aerial train- 
ing and equipment which will be on 
hand at the conclusion of the war. 

When the war is concluded, there 
will be a hundred million pounds of 
equipment alone, and in _ three 
months this will be distributed; and. 
severalthousand trained Canadian 
aviators will be open fpr engagement. 

These men will undoubtedly 
very quickly picked up by those 
countries which are most keen for 
aerial service, and the league’s sec- 
retary suggested that means should 
be found to keep their services for 
Canada, 

A special committee was form- 
ed to take up the question with the 
government, There are many w 
in which their services can be uti 
ed. Forest ranging could readily be 
performed by acroplane with an effi- 
ciency impossible under the present 
methods. Surveying could be car- 
ried on by aviators accurately and 
rapidly, saving from three-fourths to 
nine-tenths of the present cost of 
sending out a surveyor’s gang. Then 
mail and passenger services offer 
enormous opportunities for, devélop- 
ment of aerial transport. 

Making a place for Canada's avia- 
tors. after the war ceases..to need 
their services should not be a diffi- 
cult matter, under government sup= 
port and direction, if plans with that 
end in view are prepared in time— 
and there is no time like the present 
for commencing their consideration.
